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LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT 

The  circulation  figure  for  the  year  reached  4,889,  which  is 
slightly  under  that  of  1972.  Although  the  circulation  decreased 
somewhat  during  the  upheaval  caused  by  the  moving,  it  came 
back  up  after  we  were  settled.  Of  the  total,  2,518  are  fiction  and 
2,371  are  non-fiction.  The  non-fiction  figure  includes  426  maga- 
zines, 79  records,  and  173  Audio-visual  materials  (slides,  film- 
strips,  films,  paintings,  etc.). 

Three  visits  were  made  by  the  State  Bookmobile  during  the 
year,  and  we  borrowed  a  total  of  2,575  volumes.  306  books  and 
256  Audio-visual  materials  were  also  obtained  from  the  Keene 
Public  Library. 

The  McNaughton  rental  books  are  still  a  great  hit,  and  al- 
though most  of  our  book-buying  budget  is  used  up  by  this  service, 
fortunately  our  book  collection  has  not  suffered,  due  to  many 
fine  books  donated  to  us  during  the  year. 

Our  borrowers    include   59  children,  and  103  adults  and  young 
adults.  Now  that  the  town  offices  are  in  the  same  building,  we 
find  that  many  more  people  are  taking  the  opportunity  to  come  to 
the  Library  while  waiting  their  turn  with  the  Town  Clerk  or  the 
Selectmen. 

At  Christmas  time,  Mr.  Norton  of  the  Gilsum  School,  pre- 
sented the  Library  with  a  beautiful  Christmas  tree,  which  was 
then  decorated  by  the  Girl  Scouts   and  the  Cub  Scouts,  with 
decorations  provided  by  Mrs.  Midge  Dinsmoor.  It  made  a  lovely 
picture  all  lighted  up  in  the  bay  window! 

Thanks  to  the  Selectmen,  we  now  have  an  extension  of  the 
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Selectmen's  telephone  in  the  Library.  This  will  enable  us  to 
provide  library  information  service  to  our  patrons, and  will  also 
help  expedite  our  book  requests  to  the  State  library  and  the 
Keene  Library.  The  telephone  number  is  352-0320. 

The  move  to  the  new  building  was  done  in  quite  an  orderly 
manner,  thanks  to  excellent  planning  by  the  Trustees,  and  the 
many  willing  helpers  among  the  townspeople.  Much  of  the  furn- 
iture from  the  old  library  has  been  retained,  and  has  been  beau- 
tifully re-finished  by  Mr.  Ted  Nichols.  It  helps  to  provide  the 
Library  with  a  warm,  inviting  atmosphere. 

Due  to  the  new  building,  we  now  meet  almost  all  the  State 
qualifications  for  libraries  belonging  to  the  Statewide  system. 

The  expansion  of  our  building  space  has  provided  a  spring- 
board for  expanded  library  service.

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LIBRARY  TRUSTEES  REPORT 

In  October  1973  the  library  was  opened  in  the  new  town 
building,  even  though  the  charge-out  desk,  catalogues  and  other 
new  furnishings  had  not  been  delivered.  However,  most  of  these 
items  have  now  been  installed  and  with  the  refinished  study  and 
work  tables  and  some  bookshelves  from  the  old  library  there  is 
an  effective  blending  of  the  old  and  the  new  in  furnishings.  With 
the  greatly  expanded  stack  area  we  have  been  able  to  almost 
double  the  number  of  books  we  borrow  from  the  State  bookmobile 
for  adults  and  children,  and  books  that  have  been  in  storage  be- 
cause of  lack  of  space  can  now  be  catalogued  and  put  on  the 
shelves. 

The  death  of  one  of  the  most  active  trustees,  Sumner  Hall, 
just  prior  to  our  moving,  was  a  shock  to  everyone  in  Gilsum. 
The  new  building  would  not  have  been  possible  without  his  gen- 
erous gift  of  the  land  on  which  it  is  situated.  The  trustees  are 
grateful  for  his  tireless  work  during  the  planning  and  the  con- 
struction of  the  library.  The  response  to  the  establishment  of  the 
Sumner  Hall  Memorial  Fund  has  been  gratifying.  Mrs.  Harriet 
Commoss  has  been  appointed  to  complete  his  unexpired  term  on 
the  Board  of  Trustees. 

The  third  annual  dance  festival  was  held  in  June.  Again, 
thanks  to  Merry lin  Johnson  and  the  Friends  of  the  Library  for 
an  excellent  program  and  their  interest  in  the  library. 

The  trustees  thank  everyone  who  helped  in  the  difficult 
task  of  moving  —  those  who  packed  and  carried  books  and 
furniture;  those  who  loaned  cars  and  trucks  for  the  many  trips 
necessary  to  make  such  a  move. 

Plan  to  visit  the   library  soon.  The  trustees  meet  on  the 
first  Thursday  of  each  month.  The  library  is  open  on  Monday  and 
Wednesday  from  2—4  p.m.,  Tuesday  and  Thursday  from  7— 9p.m., 
and  Saturday  from  10—12  a.m.
